Another rumor says .that the mur- 


dered man on several occasions at- 
tended wedding feasts given' by the 
men employed by him. The feasts oC 
.hese foreigners on some 
occasions 


wound up in drinking 
orgies 
and 


quarrels. It may have been that an 
enemy was made by Gingras on one 
of these occasions. It is' alleged that 
it least on one such occasion he got 
nto trouble that led. to legal pro- 
ceedings. 


lurdcr "Well Planned 
Tho chief reason why the police are 


practically at a standstill in the casu 
s the mysterious manner in which the 
nurderer made his exit from the room 
t-here the tragedy 
occurred 
without 


caving a trace behind him. The cut- 
irlt must have laid his plans very 
arefully and executed them without a 
i itch. 
Dr.-Meigs, the medical examiner, has 


;allcd the case homicide. The man died 
.rom the long wound in the head which 
laid open bis skull. 
Eight wounds in all were found upon 


the head. The laceration of tho right 
[land is generally thought to have been 
inflicted llrst and that Gingras received 
it while attempting to ward off a blow 
upon his head. This theory looks plaus-

probable, however, that he did not. It 
would have been an easy matter for a 
determined man, such as the murderer 
must have been, to gain access to the 
place early 'in the morning just be- 
fore Glngras appeared. 


Murderer Fnmlllur pAVIth Premises 


Of course it goes without saying 
that the unknown assassin was fa- 
miliar with the premises and also with 
the time at which Gingras and his 
men reported for work. It is certain 
that mere accident.did not form a part 
of the murder, bin that the attack 
upon the murdered man was premedi- 
tated, possibly 
long 
before it oc- 
curred. 
Tlte Present Sintun 


Here is the way the case stands to- 


day: 
Charles Gingr.is passed through 


the doorway on the Hrst floor on' his 
way to 'the dressing 
room 
above. 


Three workmen on the first floor saw 
him. This was at a few minutes be- 
fore 4 o'clock. 


That was the last seen of Gingras 


until 10 minutes past 6 o'clock when 
he was discovered by another workman 
lying upon his face in the 
dressing 


room nps.tairs. slashed and cut in many 
places, already unconscious and dying 
Not a sound had been heard-by the men 
below, who were only a little over 300 
feet away from the stricken man al- 
though on the lloor beneath. The door 
leading from 
the hallway 
into 
the 


dressing room was found open. 
Was this door open during the battle 


which must have ensued between, the 
horribly armed murderer and his vic- 
tim-?. Tf so, it is strange that the work- 
men below did not hear the scuffle or 
a muffled outcry. If tho door was riot 
open then the 
murderer must 
have 


passed throujrh it on -his way out and 
left it that way. 


There is no disputing the fact that 


the one who 
committed 
yesterday'•? 
gruesome deed was as intelligent as he 
was coid blooded. 
This murder wna 


not committed in a hlt-or-mlss fashion. 
Kvcry detail following tho murderous 
hacking 
of 
the "huge shaver -was 


studied and made with great care. 


Outside the space where the 
lioor 
was covered with blood not a 
track 
was discovered. The murderer could 
not possibly have escaped a veritable 
shower of blood from the several ar- 
teries of his victim. In order for him 
to deal the blows 'which .hacked Gin- 
gras' skull into fragments 
he must 


hayo been within two or, threo toot.- of 
him.

Yet in spite of this fact tho police 
have been unable to find 
any 
blood 
stains thus far, .The door, which, tho 
murderer may have been obliged 
to 


push open, is of very solid' construc- 
tion anil could not. re'adil'y' have been

substantial 
effort. 


Yet no blood m:*rks appear upon its 
surface. 


The stairway lending down from the 


room whure the homicide was commit- 
ted is equipped with bannisters 
but 


here again no stains or traces of. the 
hloorty deed are to be found. 


The murderer's boots must also have 


been suined with the blood of his vic- 
tim yet not a single track has been 
located outside the pool of blood in 
the centre of which 
Gingras 
was 


found. 


Tiie finding of the blood-smeared 


jumper shows that the murderer wiped 
away the traces of his deed on this 
garment, at least partially. But the 
smears upon the jumper, however, do 
not appear to have been sufficient to 
have totally done away with the blood 


hibh * must have 
been 
plentifully 


spattered over the hands, shoes and 
clotiling of the assassin. 


Body Removed 


The body of Charles Gingras which 


had been removed to the funeral par- 
lors of Undertakers' Amedee Archam- 
bault & Son in AFerrimnck street, was 
last night taken to the home of the 
wife of deceased. 145 "\Vhiteman st. 
North Chclmsforcf. 
The wife has tak- 


en charge of the body, which will be 
buried tomorrow afternoon. A broth- 
er and nrother-inlaw of deceased, Oli- 
vier Gingras and Joseph Dumas, both 
of Pea body, came to Lowell last nigh! 
to take charge .of the remains, 'but 
when they were informed that 
the 


wife had taken the necessary steps to 
give her husband .a proper funeral 
the men, after viewing the remains 
returned to their home. 


JIny Have Changed Itnlmcixi 


It is possible, therefore, and even 


probable 
that the murderer accom- 


plished a complete change of raimenl 
after commiting one of the most hor 
rible crimes that has 
ever shocked 


this city. 
Ulood stains are easily reC' 


ognizablc by the layman until some 2( 
minutes after being absorbed by clo'tl 
and it is unlikely that a criminal as 
careful as the ono who committed this 
deed would overlook this fact. 


HoiT'-pti^ Murderer Escape 


The next question that arises is 


How did the murderer make his exit 
The room where the murder was en 
acted ia over 30 'feet from the ground 
and It Is improbable .that he attempt 
cd to leap from any of the windows.

On Other Hand, Allies Have Made 


Gains, Says Paris—London Re- 
ports Germans 5O Miles From 
Belgium and Struggle Yet to 
Come Will be Long and Terrible 


PARIS,.Oct. 3.—After, having tried 


in vain recently'in.the north of France 
to. break Tracy-Le-Mdnt a,nd .then at 
Roye the strong' line of the .allies, the 
Germans have renewed their fierce at- 
tacks between the latter city and the 
regions of Arras. 
Their latest efforts, 


In which they have been hurling their 
forces, against the French and Eng- 
lish- in trying to gain a decisive vic- 
tory, have had • no better results. 


The French "in an 'oflicial statement 


frankly admit n slight-falling back'at 
the left of one of their detachments. 
On the other hand the allies have not 
only successfully opposed tho terrific 
onslaughts of 
the 
enemy at 
other 


points but have made gains as well. 


The allies -continue to pour in their 


troops at points where they arc need- 
ed to replace those worn out by the 
hard fighting or in tilling gaps in the 
ranks. 
'It is assumed that England's 
native troops, whose arrival at Mar- 
seilles last week has only just been 
announced, are either at the front or 
in its vicinity. 
They have greatly 


strengthened the French line, 
which, 
it is roughly estimated, now numbers 
'50,000 men. Lieut. Col. Roufiset, 
the 


military critic of the Petit Parisien in 
reviewing the situation says: 


"It is now on our left that the bat- 


tle takes on the most imposing pro- 
portions. When one considers that af- 
ter hardly a month of lighting the en- 
emy was nearly at the gates of Paris 
it can be seen instantly 
how 
much 


territory we have gained on the Ger- 
mans who counted on crushing us." 
The troops in the' trenches are suf- 


fering severely in the - chilly nights 
and consequently a number of British 
supply officers have visited Paris and 
have purchased all of 
the available

he occupied this tenement and he was 
aware- of the fact but seemed afraid 
of the men.

It 
is said that they never said a word 
hut got up and left. One. of the.men 
was very homely and the .threatening 
glances he threw at Mr. Gingras wor- 
ried the latter considerably. He has 
been heard to say on 'several occasions 
that he was very much afraid ,nf the 
men, but evidently never called in tho 
police as he wished to avoid notoriety.

Of course1 it goes without saying 


that the unknown assassin was fa- 
miliar with the premises and also with 
the time at which Gingras and hir 
men reported for work. It is certaii 
that mere accident did not form a par., 
of the murder, but that the attack 
upon the murdered man was premedi 
tated, possibly 
long 
before it oc 


curred.

The motive for the awful deed is 


clearly robbery although revenge may 
have added force to the murderer's 
greed.

the perpetrator. 


Gingras employed foreigners largely 


for the work over which he was in 
charge and rumors from several quar^ 
ters indicated that he has been ac- 
cused in the past of using- the padrone 
system. It is said that men employed 
by him have alleged that 
Gingras 


charged a commission for jobs which 
ho gave out. If these stories are true

Another rumor says that the mur- 


dered man on several occasions at- 
tended wedding feasts given by the 
men employed by him.. The feasts of

Murder Well Planned 


The chief reason why tho police.art, 


practically at a standstill in tho case 
is .tho mysterious manner in which, the 
murderer made his exit from the room

The cul- 
prit must have laid*, his plans very 
carefully and executed them wlthout-a 
hitch.

It was in tho year 151U, says the 


Now'York Sun, that tho idea struck an 
architect to havo numbers painted on 
lioutsos ih a certain quarter of Paris, 
but'tho Idea took a. Ion? time'to tako 
root and It was not until 17S9 that 
Lho system became general. 


In St. Petersburg they havo an excel- 


lent way of displaying the numbers of 
houses by little lanterns bearing tho 
numbers on the glass, a most useful 
notion after dark. 


Tho numbering of houses In London, 


as above showni Is of comparatively 
recent date, and a backward glance into 
the history of tho' metropolis shows 
that the convenience of tho method has 
been gained at tho sacrifice of a pic- 
turesque clement In our streets.

Macau lay, "the houses were not num- 
bered, and there would indeed have 
been little advantage 
In 
numbering 


them, for of tho coachmen, churmon, 
porters and errand boys of 
London 
a very small proportion could read. It 
was necessary to" use marks which the 
nio.st Ignorant could understand. 
The 


shops were therefore distinguished 
hy 


painted or sculptured signs which gavo 
a very gay and grotesque aspect to the 
streets." 


These descriptions referred to houses 


In comparatively well defined spots, and 
the difilculty of locating tho poorer 
residents was considerable, as' during1 
the first part of the eight eon th cen- 
tury the names and "places wcro con- 
tinually changing to correspond with 
tho change of ownership or of th,e signs 
that hung in the streets. 
An act was 


passed in 1752 to compel the residents 
to do away "with hanj^lnK signs, which 
had become a. dangerous obstruction, 
and 
fix thorn to tho walls of their ' 


houses. 
The act. however, did not In- 


ch: te the numbering of houses, which 


secured three years later In 6 


George III., cap. 26. 


Tho first instance known of a "London 


street in which the houses were num- 
bered Is Prescott street, Goodman's 
Fields, but the practice did not spread 
far before tho year 1761, when It re- 
ceived a great impetus, and it soon 
after became well established In Lon- 
don. 


It may bo interesting to add that 


there is still a strong objection on the 
part of household*™ to occupy a houso 
numbered 13. 
The 
London 
county 


council has often been requested to 
allow another number to bo substituted, 
though tho request Is not often grant- 
ed. 
In ono Instance tho proprietors • 


of a nursing homo urged that if tho 
number "wero not altered many super-,— 
stltious patients would bo afraid to 
go to tho homo and the business would 
suffer in consequence. 
In this case 


tho council gavo way and tho .houna 
was numbered 12A.—Keith's Magazine.

Now York Bun, that tho idea struck an 
architect to havo numbers painted on 
houses In a certain quarter of Paris, 
but tho idea took a long time to tako 
root and it was not until 1789 that 
tho system became general. .

lent way of displaying: the numbers o£ 
houses by lltile lanterns bearing tho 
numbers on tho glass, a most useful 
notion after dark. 


The numbering of houses in London, 


as above shown, is of comparatively 
recent date, and a backward glance- Into 
the history of tho metropolis shows 
tiiat the convenience of the method haa 
been gained at the sacrifice of a pic- 
turesque element in our streets. 


"In the later Stuart times,"

Macauluy, "the houses wero not num- 
bered, and there would Indeed ha.ve 
been little advantage 
in 
numbering 


them, for of tho coachmen, charmen, 
porters and errand boys of London 
a very small proportion could read.

On Other Hand, Allies Have Made 


Gains, Says Paris—London Re~ 
ports Germans 50 Miles From 
Belgium and Struggle Yet to 
Come Will be Long and Terrible 


PARIS, Oct. 3.—After having tried 


hi vain recently in the north of Franco 
to break Traey-Le-Mont and then at 
Roye the strong line of the allies, the 
Germans'have renewed their fierce at- 
tacks between the latter city and the 
regions of Arras. 
Their latest efforts, 


in which .they have been hurling their 
forces against the French and ISng1- 
lish in trying to gain a decisive vic- 
tory, have had no better results. 


The French in an pfllcial statement 


frankly admit a slight falling back at 
tho left of one of their detachments. 
On the other hand the allies have, not 
only successfully opposed the terrific 
onslaughts of the 
enemy 
at 
other 


points but have made gains as well. 


'The allies continue to pour in their 
troops at points where they are need- 
ed to replace those, worn out by ths 
hard-fighting or in filling gaps .in the 
ranks. 
It is assumed that England' 


native troops, whose arrival at Mar- 


seilles last week has only just 
bean 


announced, are either at-the; front.-or 
in its vicinity. 
They have greatly 
strengthened the French line, 
which, 


it is roughly estimated, now numbers 


.f'OO men. Lieut. Col. Roussetv 
tho 


military critic of the Petit Parisian in 
reviewing the situation saya: 
•"It is now on our left that the bat- 


tle takes on the most imposing pro- 
portions. When one considers-that af- 
ter hardly a month of fighting1, the en- 
emy was nearly at the gates of Paris 
it can be seen instantly 
how 
muoh 


territory we have gained on the Ger- 
mans who counted on crushing- us." 


The troops in the trenches arc 'suf- 


fering severely in tho chilly nights 
and consequently a number of British 
supply officers have visited Paris and 
hava purchased all of the avallabla 
supply of warm clothing, furs, 
com- 


forters1 and sweaters. Each man in tha 
field .baa been supplied with1 a blan- 
ket, a water-proof, sheet and an 6ver- 
coat. but the 
districts 
where 
tho 
fighting is proceeding are subject to 
thick rnlsts, making a long sojourn In 
tho open air unendurable."
